Dear Assistant AG, 

The October 213 form letter referring wliat is not by any means a new request 
by me to what x take it is a component witliin your division is inappropriate, is 
not in accord, with the facto stated in my lettei!of Octpber 11, and I am offended 
at tints newest in an endless series of official delays with my propor requests, I 
am, as my letter states, 05 and in precarious health, % letter is quite specific 
:Ln referring to the much earlier requests tliat included the witliheld information 
pfcoof of the existence of which I enclosed. I tkiak it is indecent fer the 
government to put tlds at the bottom of its endless hacklo# when it relates to 
requests of more than two Bncd~decades ago Gpven my age and the state of my health 
and the requirement that requests be processed in order of the time of receipt. Do 
you have requests of more than 20 years that can properly precede tldSf one about 
which the Department and tha FBI morel lied in order to frustrate it? 

I do not know if any r f those in yoiu* division involvegd in FOl/PA matters 
were tliere wlion I was maldLng ray requests but it appears tliat the bureaucracy 
lias learned notliing from them# In the end efforts to frustrate my requests took 
enormous amounts of time and were quite costly. One of the costs was , according to 
the legislative liis fcory of the 1 074 FOIA amending, was the amending of the investi- 
gatory files exemption. 

As my letter states, there can bo in tlds the possibility of official embirras^- 
*ment. 1 have no interest in tliat, justified as it would be, and hope tliat tlie 
dei>artment and its components ’have enough cf tliat without enticing: jfmore o^ it. 

The referral to your division, which 1 take it the abbreviations on the 
ref oral 3lip indicates, is not in accord with tho clear language .of iny letter. The 
witliheld information the existence of which is proven by the attachment to my let© 
ter is rovolant in both FOIA requests I filed and lit '.gated and kqt PA request which 
was not litigated. 

Me deposed both of the FBI agents who provided David Fisher with the proof 
that they withhold from me for Ids book Hard E vidence and they both withheld that 
informatl on Tliat information also is obviously relevant in my PA request 

and it was ijjrwithheld, 

I would like u prompt, truthful and responsive letter from you soon, Otherwise 
despite my age anil the state of my health ^ may, as under the law I now can, file 
in federal district court. Perhaps tlds insight into how you people do not comply 
with tho law can get a little attention then.
